The Cumberland Valley Coin Show held May 27th at the Cham- 
bersburg Recreation Center was proclaimed a success by coin col- 
lectors, dealers, exhibitors, spectators, and the sponsor, The Friendly 
Coin Club of Chambersburg, Pa. 


The main attraction of the show was the coin and currency 
collections of Edgar C. Magill, Duncansville, Pa. and Harry L. Cohn, 
Altoona, Pa. These two members of The Juniata Valley Coin Club 
exhibited collections never before seen in the Chambersburg area. 
The 1856 Flying Eagle cents were the most popular. Seven uncircu- 
lated specimen valued at $1200. Type sets of gold, commemorative 
gold issues, a complete set of silver dollars from 1878 to 1935 includ- 
ing the scarce 1895 proof, a complete set of uncirculated Indian 
Head cents, all of the United States proof sets from 1936 to date, 
confederate, fractional and United States currency, and the almost 
impossible to obtain encased postage stamps, formed the nucleus 
of the collections formed by these prominate numismatists.

VIENNA, June 10 — Smug- 
gling of gold is a flourishing 
business here. 

Though most of Austria’s gold 
is designated for coinage, much 
brick gold gets into possession of 
jewelers and traveling diplomats. 
The bars are melted and poured 
into all sizes and shapes, from 
shavings to automobile replace- 
ment parts. The latter are 
painted black, fitted into cars

A little while back I wrote to Mr. Elmer R. Kirk, collector, 
dealer, author and proprietor of the ‘“Freak Coin House’’ of Buttalo, 
Missouri. In answer to my letter, inquiring about a “double-tail- 
cent’? which I had in my possession, Mr. Kirk sent the following 
answer, which with his permission, follows: “Wuen a coin fails vo 
eject from the dies and another blank is struck between, the result 
is an incused or incised (sunk) impression. Also, one struck co-n 
may become caught between two others with the same intaglio 
result. The design and lettering on these impressed coins is always 
in reverse, opposite or backward in relation to a regular struck 
coin. There are, of course, many fakes in any line of endeaver and 
so it goes with coin collecting. Man-made altered dates and re-en- 
graved coins such as fake 1913 Liberty head nickels, 1856 flying 
eagle cents, acid-Shrunk and mechanically expanded coins along 
with just plain counterfeits are apt to creep, unaware, into any 
regular coin collection, unless one is very careful. And, so it goes 
with intaglio (freak) coins. These errors can be and sometimes 
are duplicated outside the mint. This is usually done by inserting a 
blank between two struck coins, encasing all three in leather and 
then struck hard with a heavy hammer — or by squeezing them in 
a hydraulic vice. But, be not dismayed because when anything is 
imitated, the genuine becomes more valuable. Therefore, authentic 
intaglio coins make a very valuable addition to any collection and 
if, per chance, you happen to find one in a mint-sealed bag, you can 
swear by all the Gods that you have a geniune intaglio mint error.”

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A Look At English Currency 


By R. A. RADICE 


England by far is one of the few countries that has currency 
which is beautiful to the eye. Looking at English currency one gets 
the feeling of the greatness that once was the English Empire. Al- 
though England no longer has an empire as great as it had in the 
past its currency is still beautiful to see. English currency design is 
one of finess and artistic beauty. 

Appearing on probably more coins than any other ship is Sir 
Francis Drake’s “Golden Hind’. It now appears on the English % 
pence and 3 pence. This ship is also often seen on currency of the 
territories that once were or are a part of the English Empire. The 
bird seen on the ill fated English Farthing is a native bird to Eng- 
land, the wren. It is one of the smallest birds in existence (3rd 
smallest) and probably accounts for its being on England’s smallest 
coin. The wren contrary to popular belief is not a national emblem, 
but has a corner in popular affection. By the way the farthing 
has been withdrawn from circulation; the metal to be melted down. 
None of these coins will be sold to the public by the Royal Mint. 
The portrait of Queen Elizabeth II showing uncrowned head ap- 
pears on all of England’s and the Commonwealth’s coins today. It 
was modelled by Mrs.Mary Gillick. Personal sittings were granted 
for this portrait. 


Commemorative coins in England like those in the United States 
are not likely in the immediate future. If, however, dec:malisation 
of England’s coinage is decided upon, there is little doubt that sets 
will eventually be produced. I might add that these sets would be 
high in status in the numistmatic world. The last commemorative 
coin issued in England was the crown in the Coronation Coins of 
1953. Obverse, an equestrian portrait, was done by Mr. Gilbert Led- 
ward. Reverse was designed by Edgar Fuller; modelled by Cecil 
Thomas. 


The Royal Mint does not strike or sell specimen (proof) sets of | 
coins except on certain occasions, such as Coronations or Jubilees of | 


the Sovereign. Specimen sets were, however, struck and sold in the 
past. These sets were not struck annually but at varying years and 
are some of the most distinguished sets in numistmatica. These sets 
first struck in 1887 were comprised of only the silver and gold coins 
of England: 3 pence—5 pounds. In 1902 the 1, 2 and 4 pence pieces 
were added to these sets. In 1927 the gold coins were omitted from 
the sets leaving the sets only with silver coins: 3 pence—5 shilling. 
The next year of issue 1935 the sets included the gold coins again. 
All specimen sets of that year were compiled of patterns except 
for the 5 shilling. In 1937 the nickel-brass and bronze coins were 
added to the sets but the gold coins were taken out again, this time 
to remain out: 14 pence—®5 shilling. The last year these specimen 
sets were issued was in 1953. It might be of interest to note that 
these sets have never exceeded 40,000 in number, that being in 1958. 
Other years the number rarely went above 20,000. 


Maundy Money is a term for specially struck set of English 


silver coins that are distributed to certain poor persons on Maundy | 
| with a Double-D.

not clear but goes back at least to Queen Mary in 1556. Ultimately, 
of course, the origin was Christ’s washing the feet of the Apostles. 
These sets it has been said tell of the prosperity of England. If this 
is true then England should have reached its peak in prosperity in 
1952 when only 1064 sets were issued. This we know is quite un- 
true. it is quite interesting, however, to observe that when England 
was most prosperous, the Victorian era, the most sets were issued. 
Perhaps the rule should be, ““When more Maundy sets are issued, 
England will be more prosperous!?’’ Never have more than 22,000 
sets been issued thereby making the Maundy sets popular with col- 
lectors. In the past the Maundy series has been occasionally issued 
as part of a specimen set (1902). Generally, however, this is not so. 


The Royal Mint strikes coins for a number of Commonwealth | 


and foreign countries but does not sell any of these coins to collec- 
tors. The Royal Mint also includes a Meda] Factory, which produces 
almost all of the British Forces medals and a wide range of other 
semi-official and private medals for institutions, societies, etc. 


The coinage of gold is undertaken from time to time, according 
to the nature of the orders received. The coinage of sovereigns, for 
example, depends on the requirements of the Bank of England. The 
last year of gold coinage to my knowledge was 1959 with over 1.3 
million sovereigns being issued. One hundred and forty of which 
were dated 1958. In 1949, 1951 and 1952 all gold sovereigns were 
dated 1925, the preceeding year for coinage of gold sovereigns. This 
appears to be the only gold coin that will be continued, at least for 
awhile, by the Royal Mint.

The Coin and Currency Institute, Inc., of New York and California has been appointed sole national dis- 
tributor of this medal, which commemorates officially the centennial! of the Civil War. 


It will be available in both bronze and silver about May 31, 1961. 


The medal which is 242” in size, is being issued under authority of the Civil War Centennial Commission, 
which was created by Act of Congress. The medal will be struck by the Medallic Art Company from designs 
and sculptor’s models that have been approved by the U.S. Government Fine Arts Commission in Washington, 
Dic. 


As can be seen from the above illustration, the obverse bears the portraits of General Ulysses S. Grant and 
General Robert E. Lee. The reverse shows the seal of the Civil War Centennial Commission, having as _ its 
main theme, a Union and Confederate soldier. The medal will be sold in its own specially made container and 
will come with a printed, informative leaflet. 


In addition to the bronze medal, there will be an issue of pure silver medals, which will be limited to 
25,000 serially numbered pieces. The purity of the silver will be greater than .999. 


The official prices of the Civil War Centennial Medal are as follows: 


The Bronze medal $ 4.00 
The pure silver medal 30.00

Because of the overwhelming national interest in the 
Civil War, it is expected that the silver medals will be quickly sold out.)
